In bringing this subject before the Board for its 
advice and direction, the Prudential Committee 
very properly declined to bring into question the 
merits of the scheme of Colonization, or the gener- 


at Cape Palmas, as not necessary to the objects of 
the Board as a missionary institution merely. 
And for the same reasons your committee think it 
their duty to refrain from discussing that subject in 
this report. 

The following is a brief statement of some of the 
difficulties which have been found to exist in the 
successful prosecution of the missionary labors of 
this Board within the bounds of the Maryland Colo- 
ny. The first station of the mission to Western Af- 
rica, established in 1834, was planted on Cape 
Palmas, at a place now called Fair Hope, within 
the bounds of the territory ofthe Maryland Colon- 
ization Society,and upon lands which were granted 
by the agent ofthat society, to be held by this Board 
so long as they should be required for missionary 
purposes. Under this grant the station was occu- 
pied by the Rev. J. Leighton Wilson and wite, the 
firs} missionaries of the Board to Western Africa. 
Two other stations were subsequently formed at 
Rock Town and Fish Town, both at that time be- 
yond the bounds of the Colonial Territory, though 
the station at Rock Town, by a subsequent pur- 
chase by the Soc lety, is now included within its 
limits. Nothing occurred to bring the mission ipto 
any collision with the government of the colony 
uoul P83, when an attempt to collect a military 
fine from a native colored man in the employ of 
the mission as a teacher was made, under the pro- 
vision ofan ordinance passed by the Maryland S« 
ciety for the government of its colony. ‘The 32ud 
section of that ordinance required all males resid- 
ing within the territory of the colony to be en- 
rolled in the general militia, and rendered them 
liable to be ealled upon, at the diseretion of the 
agent, in defence of the colony, under oflicers ap- 
pointed by him. This attempt to coerce military 
duty from colored persons in the employ of the 
mission as teachers was resisted by Mr. Wilson as

DOMESTIC. 

Ruope Istaxp.—The Convention sitting at 
vewport, Rhode Island, to form a Constitution, 
are proceeding with great unanimity in’ their la- 
bors. ‘The section of the new constitution which 
provides for the extension of suffrage, has been re- 
ported by committee. Section Ist provides that 
every male citizen who has resided in the State 
one year, and in the town in whieh he may elaim 
aright to vote for three months, and who owns 
real estate to the value of S134, or which rents 
for $7 per annum, shall be entitled to vote for all 
officers, and on all legal occasions. 

Section 2d provides that every white male citi- 
zen, who shall have resided in the State two 
years, and in any one town, one year, and who 
has paid a tax of one dollar, or contributed one 
dollar for the support of schools in the town where 
he resides, or who has been for one year enrolled, 
and done duty in any military or fire company, 
shall be allowed to vote on all legal oceasions. It 
will be seen that this extends the rights of suffrage 
to blacks as well as whites, a provision which the 
party who acted with Mr. Dorr did not include in 
their constitution. The report has not yet been 
acted on by the Convention. :
